reigns not only in Oklahoma but in the entire 
tributary country. The railroaa is pros- 
trated, communications are entirely cut off. 
The Western Union, with its orush of train 
dispatching, would not touch a message of 
any other character in the territory, though 
the earth swallowed a town site. Guthrie’s 
back seems broken and there is a furious 
stampede to get out. People there are wild 
fromthe deprivations that lack of shelter, 
water and food impose upon them. To these 
distresses are added the misfortunes of tem- 
pest, heat and the absence of means of flight. 
When your correspondent reached Willow 
Springs from the Diamond Bar rauch he 
learned from the dispatches that neither the 
north nor the south bound passenger trains 
shortly due had been heard from. An hour of 
waiting passed when atrain of twenty cattle 
cars crept up from the south. The vars were 
locked, but upon the roofs, the buffers, amid 
the coal on the tender, on the pilotand gang- 
way of the locomotive and packed in and upon 
the caboose was 1 dense and 
miserable throng of men. The 
train from Guthrie had started with its strange 
load at6in the evening. It was useless to at- 
tempt to enforce the laws restrictive of rall- 
road travel. The people were fleeing practi- 
cally for their lives. They had added to long 
periods of privation the suffering of seventeen 
hours without food or protection from the 
cold. Notrain had passed them and none in 
sight behind. They had left a howling mob 
in Guthrie baffled in its efforts to join in tht 
flight. The uselessness of proceeding to 
Guthrie was apparent, and the correspondent 
secured a footing for one foot and returned to 
this point with the laggard train. 
PITIFUL EXPERIENCES. 

Some experignces are pitiful. 4 terrible 
storm Tuesday night raised the miseries of 
Guthrie almost to a horror. A violent wind 
arose as the sun sank, and filled the air with 
stifling red alkali dust that strews the plains. 
A deluge of rain followed and througbout the 
night beat upon the thousands of shelterless. 
The railroad is utterly incompetent in the 
emergency and is delivering baggage and ex- 
press too slowly to be of useto the unprotected, 
The fugitives cheer with joy as — 4 alight here 
and rush to the hydrants and eating houses. 
Curses are heaped upon the — — and the 
Government. Marshals Needles and Jones 
are execrated without stint for the theft of the 
land and the railroad is denounced for its 
feeble service. Guthrie is without form. The 
original streets have disappeared and new 
sections are being plowed every hour. Val- 
ues have fallen to practically noth- 
ing and confidence is at a low ebb. 
Those who Aces not going home 
announce their intel tions of moving upon the 
Cherokee strip, and ruportthat hundreds of 
boomers in wagons have already done 80. 
Scores of men surrounded their cialms to lots 
in Guthrie without an effort to preserve or 
dispose ofthem. The south-bound passengor 
train arrived afteratime cro vded with pil- 
grims for Guthrie, and few couid be dissuaded 
by the lamentations of the fugitives. It is im- 
possible to predict what the next few days will 
develop at Guthrie. 

GEN. MERRITT’S REPORT. 

Gen. Merritt’s report of the numbers in 
Oklahoma is incomprehensible. ‘The estimate 
here is that fully 15,000 people are now in 
Guthrie and more than 50,000 in the Territo 
Nearly twice as many as he allows forthe 
whole Territory le{t this place alone and are 
still pouring in.

The Terminal-Transfer Trouble Discussed 
Fully—John H. Overall Expresses His 
Opinion of the Transfer Company 
Henry Hitchcock Wants to Leave N to 
the Courts—No Work to Be Done Under 
Permits—Where It Stands Now.

meeting, explaining that he simply wanted to 
get at bis exact position and his exact author- 
ity in the case of issuing permits to any 
— — for the Occupation of public 
propert . and public streets. 

John Overall spoke flat, taking the side 
of .the company he represented, saying 
that the trouble lay in the fact 
that the Transfer road had obtained 

ermits from the preceeding Mayor, the 

ransfer Co., adopting tactics which, to say 
the least, had about them an air of trickery, 
the Transfer road waiting until the inten- 
tions of the Terminal road as to routes and 
tracks were declared, and then deliberately 
going in on a system “of blockading. He re- 
ferred to the Hall street switches and the ex- 
tension of the Transfer road to the Chain of 
Rocks,saying that they were put down without 
law and authority, and were not even in keep- 
ing with the permit Itself, even if that were 
legal, asthe permit stipulated that a bond 
should be given to protect the city against 
damage. Mr. Overall declared thejwhole pro- 
ceeding contrary to right and justice. 

THE TRANSFER SIDE. 

Mr. Henry Hitchcock spoke for the Transfer 
Co. saying that be was not very well posted 
on the later details and developments 
of the case, but that the Terminal 
— — had brought the matter into the Cir- 
cuit Court, and that the point the Mayor was 
desirous of deciding would be decided in the 
courts in due form, as the question of the 
legality of — 1 was dound to come up 
and be settled. The issue is made in the 
Circuit Court on the question of the 
Halli street permits, but that the decision in 
that case will cover tbe question of the ex- 
tension permit and any other permits the 
road might have. Mr. Hitchcock went on to 
say that it would not be advisable for the 
Mayor to make a decision on 
question which might be decided * in 
the courts as that would only add complic 
tions to the already complicated situation. 
He continued that he would like to correct a 
mistaken impression which had gained some 
credence with the public of late, and that was 
in regard to the Transfer road and the 
Chain of Rocks extension. This road, begun 
several years ago, has met with many ob- 
stacles placed in its way by the Wabash and 
the Missouri Pacific. Among other things the 
road undertook to do was to furnish the city 
with coal for use at the Water-works 
and to haul the same at $l per car. This they 
did believing that the switch at the water 
works which had the approval of the Board of 
Public Improvements would be allowed to re- 
main. But this switch had been ordered 
away to allow the Terminal Co. to make 
it@® grade for the bridge approach 
and thus compelled the Transfer road to use 
the Wabash switch and turn all of the carry- 
ing over to the Wabash, and was 
compelled also to pay $$ a car for 
the work where it was being paid $1. 
He asserted that the Transfer road 
is stillearrying on this system and is losing 
money every day in filling the contract to de- 
liver the coal at the water-works.

A FAMILY POISON. 


Bertha Groll Whose Mother Took ‘‘Rough 
on Rats” Follows the Example. 


Bertha Groll found life a heavy burden this 
morning and tried to lay it down. Her failure 
was not assured when she was laid upon a cot 
at the City Hospital. Indeed it rather 
seemed that the poison had been such 


a faithful servant that in an hour or two her 
troubles would be quite over. She bad had 
her share of trouble, and was worn out in the 
combat. 

Bertha Groll was a stitcher in a carriage 
factory and lived in the rear of313 South 
Third street. Her earnings. were scanty, her 
surroundings poor. But she bad a lover. He 
was a fellow workman and made part of her 
life very bright. He betraved and jilted her. 
This morning, one of her R said, she 
spoke to him and he laughed at her. There 
was then nothing for ber to do, she thought, 
but die. She had no regard for comfort in 
thisending, She knew that Rough on Rats 
would kill, and it did not matter how horribly 
she might suffer before death released her. 
After it all there would be rest. 

Sne had seen her mother writhe through 
hours to death after taking the poison, knew 
the agony stored in every atom of the stuff; 
but it was cheap, easy to reach anc effective. 

She told her friends that she was tired of 
life, and that she would kill herself. They 
did not think seriously of her threat. Noone 
ever does seem to regard such threats 
seriously; it may be because of the small ratio 
of deaths to the whole number of threats. 

She was true to her word, as they found 
when her groans attracted persons near her 
room to it. The policeman onthe beat was 
called in, and he rang for the Chestnut street 
patrol wagon, which conveyed her 
to the City Dispensary. A super- 
ficial examination convinced Drs. Priest and 
Jacobson that she was in great danger. They 
applied the remedies at hand and then hast- 
ened heron to the City Hospital. She had 
taken a very large quantity of the poison and 
was thought to be beyond remedy. She was 
only 17 years old, quite pretty and was well 
= bt of by her companions. 

o’clock this afternoon Bertha Groll died 
at ‘he City Hospital. 


SETTLED WITH CREDITORS. 


The Anthony & Kuhn Brewery Freed From 
Debt on Tuesday. 


On Tuesday the Anthony & Kuhn Brewery 
passed from the hands of the creditors of the 
company into the hands of Henry Anthony, 
Francis Kuhn and P. G. Schoen 
thaler. The brewery was formerly owned 


by Mesers. Anthony and Kuhn but in 1883, 
after attempted expansion of business, col- 
lapsed, owing some $300,000 for money bor- 
rowed and stocks purchased. By arrange- 
ment with their creditors Messrs. Anthony 
& Kuhn turned over all the stock 
of the company, with the  »privilege 
of redemption at the end offive years from 
the date of composition which wasin July, 
1884. This term would expire in two more 
months. Both Henry Anthony and Kuhn have 
been connected with the management ofthe 
brewery since the failure and F. G. Schoen- 
thaler has been with them as secretary repre- 
senting the creditor stockholders. 

Recently Mr. Schoenthaler joined with 
Messrs. Anthony & Kuhn and raised the 
money necessary to buy the stock from the 
creditors. This sum was $300,000, less the 
dividends that have been paid since the 
failure. They succeeded in getting the stock 
and the three gentlemen are now owners of 
the brewery company. 

The rincipal creditors were Theodore 
Tamm, the bucket manufacturer who received 
$70, 000 in the “ore ones a Sen. mais- 
ters, who got $36,000; Chas. „1 
the flour commission man, who had $25,000 in 
the concern; Fritz ker, a malster, who 
drew out $20,000; Chas. Thlermann, malster, 
who has $15, 000 in cash in lieu of stock, the 
Fourth National Bank, who exchanged 
for $23,000 and the estate of James L. Huse. 
There were numerous other creditors to 
whom smaller sums were owing.

meeting. When Grand Marshal Frank Galen- 
nie was called up for a report as to the state 
of the parade he said he could add nothing 
to what had already been pub 
lished, but there was one matter which 
he wished to present to the committee. He 
had been approached some days ago by C. W. 
Farner, who asked permission to put a float 
in the parade, Washington Crossing the 
Delaware. He bad given the permission, 
but learning later that it was to be an adver- 
tisement for the contributor, withdrew his 
consent. He had also been requested to give 
place for the Mississippi Glass Co.’s employes, 
and had done so, but he was now informed the 
company’s idea was to advertise its business 
by the representation of the process of glass 
manufacture, etc., on sixteen wagons. He had 
ruled against bothof these displays, as he did 
not believe the committee had intended to 
have an industrial parade. Representatives 
of Mr. Farnerand the glass company were 
present, and as they believed they had not 
been treated fairly, he moved that the com- 
mittee hear them and determine the matter. 

Mr. Farner and A. L. Rowe for the glass 
company were heard and the committee then 
agreed to exclude all floats from the parade. 
Later the representatives agreed to put no 
advertising matter on their floats, and the 
matter was left to the discretion of the Grand 
Marshal. 

G. O. Kalb of the Committee on Music re- 
ported that eighteen bands had been secured, 
and negotiations were pending with three 
other bands. He would endeavor to exbaust 
the appropriation, but did not know whether 
he would be able to do so. 

In his report as chairman of the Committee 
on Badges, R. J. Compton produced a letter 
from the contractor for badges which con- 
tained a request that he be relicved of the pay- 
ment tothe committee of acommission of 5 
cents on each badge sold, that he might be 
enabled to compete with other badge manu- 
facturers who were counterfeiting the official 
badge. The committee consented to the re- 
lease. 

As Chairman of the Committee on Carriages, 
Mr. Compton reported he had obtained fit- 
teen carriages for the aged paraders of the 
second division for $90. 

D. C. Coleman, Chairman of the Committee 
on United States Troops, reported that he had 
completed arrangements with Col. Perry of 
Jefferson Barracks for the parading of four 
companies of fifty men, with band of 22 
pieces. The soldiers will be brought to the 
city by the St. Louis,Jron Mountain & Southern 
Railway and returned for $100. 

The amount was appropriated by the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Coleman said he could also obtain the 
two Parrott guns at the barracks to fire the 
salute of 100 guns on the morning of the 30th 
by sending eight horses down for them; but 
there were four guns at the Armory 
in the city controlled by Battery 
A, N. G. M., the use of which could be 
obtained on the same terms. He wanted fur- 
ther time to investigate this feature, and the 
committee instructed him to act as he thought 
best. 

There was a report oftne Finance Commit- 
tee read, which showed. trifle over &, 000 in 
sight, 

Mr, Kennard reported the demonstration at 
Music Hall was being arranged for and 
the programme partially determined 
upon. He said there would be 
several local speakers. He asked 
what amount the committee thought should 
be expended on decorations. The matter was 
left in the sub committee’s charge. 

Mr. Kennard, as Chairman of the Auditing 
Committee, asked that the Chairmen of all the 
sub-committees report at the next meeting 
the sums needed for their work that the 
money might be set aside for tbem. The com- 
mittee then adjourned to Saturday afternoon 
at 4o’clock, when the final meeting before the 
demonstration will be held.

Formerly, before the 
trust came, five-eighthe of a cent was the 
average margin between the market price of 
raw and refined sugar. The trust ad- 
vanoed the margin to 1% cents, and there it 
stands. Now consumers are the only suffer- 
ers so far by this speculation. When the 
crash comes, as it must eventually, those who 
are slow in getting from under wi il, as usual, 
get hurt. The last speculation of this kind 
was in 1879. Granulated sugar then advanced 
to II cents per pound. When the break came 
the price slumped 3 cents in an hour.

THE POLICE ARRANGFMENTS FOR THE CEN- 
TENNIAL CEREMONIES. . 


Two Thousand Policemen Assigned to 
Various Points of Duty—Permits to 
Trucks—Brocklyn’s Slick Scheme—De- 
tails of the Naval Parade—The PFresi- 
dent’s Reception and the Escort.

New Tonk, April 25.—The police arrange- 
ments for the Centennial ceremonies are not 
yet completed, but enough is known to form 
a pretty” accurate idea of how the million or 
more of visitors will be cared for. Special 
wires will be run from Supt. Murray’s office 
to various points along the route of the pro- 
cession, and the Superintendent will be in 
communication with all the police station 
houses. The six patrol wagons, filled 
with policemen, will be stationed convenient- 
ly to the large reviewing stands, so that proper 
aid may berendered should an accident oc- 
cur. The twenty-two surgeons of the depart- 
ment will ride along the line. They will be 
distinguished bya wide scarf appropriately 
marked. During the military display Tuesday 
2,000 policemen will be assigned to various 
points along the line of march. The 
Police Commissioners, at an informal meeting 
held yesterday, decided to erecta wire fence 
at such locations as the Superintendent might 
designate.

It is to eliminate all 
coaching. 0 
Tou talk about handicapping clubs, he 
remarked, ‘‘but thatis the fairest, simplest 
and best handicap that can be put on them. 
If all players except the batsman and baserun- 
ners were required to keep their seats on the 
bench while their side was in, and not allowed 
to rattle the fielding elub by their shouting or 
bulldoze the umpire, you would be surprised 
to see how closely matched all the clubs 
would be. There is very little difference 
nowadays between the actual playing 
strength oof the various clubs and 
it is the coaching and bulldozing of the um- 
pire which makes one team appear so much 
superior to another. Take, for instance, the 
St. Louis team. Comiskey has got the umpires 
so bulldozed that bis club gets the better of 
nearly every close decision. So it is with Au- 
sonof the Chicagos and Ewing of the New 
Yorks. Iam afraid that base ball will reach 
that stage where it will be played altogether 
by roughs and bullies. Clubs see that it is 
bulldozing that wins and they are employing 
men who they know will play whatis termed 
‘dirty ball.’ It this keeps up it is bound to 
hurt the game. Abolish coaching and bully- 
ing and you will have a nice, genteel game 
and close and exciting games. The sport will 
be elevated in tone. This scheme of handi- 
capping the clubs proposed by Gaffney by 
giving the weaker teamsa certain number of 
victories is worthless. The idea offered in 


the PosT-DISPATCH to make the stronger clubs 
put out more men to a game than the weaker 
teams—for instance four instead of three men 
to an inning—is a good one, but 1 think the 
best handicap of all is the one I have stated.’’ 

**W here will your club stand in the race?’’ ,

THE ELECTRIC CONDUITS. 


Chief Engineer George W. Le Vin of the Sub- 
way Company Talks About the Work. 


Work on the new electric conduit system 
will be begun about May 10, and will be 
continued day and night until finished. D. 
H. Dorsett, Vice-President and manager of 
the National Subway Co., and Geo. W. Le Vin, 
the company’s chief engineer, are in the city 
making arrangements for the inauguration of 
the work. It will be commenced as soon as 
the bond is approved and permits granted. 


The plans for the confuits are com plete, 
and the Subway Co. n to proceed as 
soon as authorized. he plans .cail 
for a line of conduits about six or seven miles 
in length extending north and south along 
Broadway, Fourth, Seventh and Twelfth 
streets, and east and west along Chestnut and 
Olive streets and Washington avenue. 

Mr. Le Vin was seen this morning at the 
Southern Hotel and a talk had with him in re- 
gard to the proposed work. The system 
here will be the finest in the world, he said. 
‘*The conditions under which we are to lay 
the conauits are more expensive than any by 
which we have been governed heretofore in 
similar undertakings elsewhere. Besides we 
will give st. uis the bDenefit of 
improvements nat possessed in other 

laces.. Each conduit will be separated 
nto two divisions, one for a high-tension and 
tbe otber for a low-tension wire. In each di- 
vision there will be pine ducts for the cables, 
in which the wiresare tobe held. The insu- 
lation will be thorough. The conduits, which 
are four feet in length, are fastened together 
in such a manner as to make them practically 
one piece. Man holes will be placed at every 
corner. 

** Will space in the conduits be rented to any 
electric lighting company which desires it?“ 

„Oh, yes, I guess about one-half the space 
has been rented alreadv. 

„„What will be the cost of establishing the 
system? 

„About $36,000 a mile, I should say. 

„Tou say you expect to begin work about 
May 10. hen do you expect to have it 
finished?’’ 

About December. 

It will require great push to have it com- 
pleted in that length of time, will it not?’’ 

eg Indeed, but we are prepared for it. 
We will work aforce, most probably, night 
and day, and will be able to turn out the con 
duitse and ducts in our Chicago — faster 
than they can be put down here. We can 
manage toship four carloads a day to St. 
Louis and keep up with our work elsewhere 
besides.’’ ' 

„Will the work tear up the streets much?“ 

„We will try and notannoy the public in 
that way to any greatextent. One square will 
be worked at atime and closed up before ex- 
cavations on another is begun. Our force of 
workmen will atno time consist of less than 
150 men.

LATE L. U. REAVIS.
